Plans to scrap three 
councillor roles as part of 
boundary shake-up 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council will lose three council¬ 
lors from 2022, under revised 
plans being put forward by 
the Local Democracy and 
Boundary Commission for Wales. 

The commission submitted its final 
recommendations for the future electoral 
arrangements of the county to Welsh 
Government Ministers earlier this month. 

It recommends a council of 51 members, 
down from 54, with 28 electoral wards 
- as opposed to the existing 39 wards. 

The commission says the changes would 
result in a recommended county average 
of 2,096 electors per councillor. The com¬ 
mission is undertaking electoral reviews of 
all 22 local authorities in Wales with the 


expectation that changes will be put in place 
for the 2022 local government elections. 

It takes into account plans by Welsh 
Government to give 16 and 17-year- 
olds, and foreign nationals, the right 
to vote in local government elections. 

Final recommendations are slightly dif¬ 
ferent to the commission’s draft proposals 
which involved a cut in the number of 
electoral wards from 39 to 32 and an over¬ 
all reduction in councillors from 54 to 52. 

In its report, the commission’s 
interim chairman Ceri Stradling said 
the recommendations were aimed at 
improving electoral parity, so that the 
vote of an individual elector had an 
equal value to those of other electors 
throughout the county, as far as possible. 

Currently, there is a county average 
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of 1,979 electors per councillor ranging 
from 879 electors in Llangeinor to 3,216 
electors in Bryntirion, Laleston and 

Merthyr Mawr. 

The changes would see the few¬ 
est number of electors per councillor 
become 1,636 in Cefn Glas and the 
greatest number of electors per councillor 
become 2,563 in Pencoed and Penprysg. 

It is recommending 15 multi-mem¬ 
ber wards in the county, consisting of 
seven two-member electoral wards and 
eight three-member electoral wards. 

Under the plans there would be no 
changes to nine electoral wards - 
Aberkenfig, Blackmill, Llangynwyd, 
Maesteg East, Maesteg West, Nant-y-moel, 
Ogmore Vale, Oldcastle and Pen-y-fai.

Local bowls clubs provide an excellent social and 
healthy environment for all generations, and now 
find that our council is cutting nearly totally the 
much needed support for these clubs to the extent 
that some, perhaps many will not survive. 

Our council have on many occasions referred to 
this exercise as nothing other than a cost cutting 
measure, nothing less and nothing more, not just 
as Cllr McCaffer tries to explain ‘giving control of 
facilities’ to the clubs. 

This being despite the same council’s Ser¬ 
vice Plan 2018- 2022, ‘Strong Communities with 
a Bright Future’ Adult Services, commitment to 
‘Encouraging and promoting active and healthy 
lifestyles’. 

This cost cutting could seriously affect the social 
environment and well-being of many older residents, 
whose membership of a bowls club affords them 
possibly their only social, friendly contact with 
like-minded folk, with much needed physical exer¬ 
cise as well as mental stimulus.

Once this facility for social interaction and 
physical exercise disappears, it will fall upon the 
already over-stretched council-run social services to

They would have to deliver alternative amenities 
to provide (the older generation) with the active 
and healthy lifestyles described in great detail in 
the above mentioned council document; but at what 
extra massive cost in personnel and finance over 
and above the minimal savings in the withdrawal of 
bowls greens maintenance?

Does confusion reign over recyclings rules and regulations? 


IN Wales, 64 per cent of waste 
was recycled last year, as one 
in two (58 per net) of locals 
admit they don’t recycle prop¬ 
erly because they are confused 
by the rules. 

However, there is still a high 
level of confusion on what can, or 
can’t, be recycled. And this has led 
to nearly half (49 per cent) of adults 
in Wales calling for clearer rules on 
recycling. According to new research 
by Confused.com, which reveals more 
than half (58 per cent) of people in the 
region don’t recycle properly because 
they’re confused by the rules in their 
area. 

The research comes as new Freedom 
of Information data shows 64 per cent 
of waste was recycled by councils in 
the region last year, on average. This 
puts the region top of the rankings in 
terms of recycling rates. 

Confusion around recycling rules 
however, causes more than two fifths 
(44 per cent) of people in Wales to 
improvise when it comes to how they 
recycle so here we try to answer some 
of the common queries. 

What items are generally 
recyclable? 

Some general materials that are 


widely recyclable: Plastic bottles eg 
milk bottles, soft drink bottles, card¬ 
board and paper; metal tins and drinks 
cans; glass jars, beer and wine bottles. 

Items that cause recycling 
confusion 

Polystyrene - the kind that you 
see in takeaway food containers or in 
appliance packaging - is generally not 
recyclable. Some councils may accept 
it at household waste recycling centres; 
check with your local council if this is 
the case. 

Can I recycle black plastic pack¬ 
aging (like you see in ready meals)? 

- Technically, black plastic material 
is recyclable. However, the technol¬ 
ogy that recycling centres use to sort 
recycling aren’t good at spotting black 
pigments. This means it usually gets 
missed and ends up in landfill, so 
councils can’t recycle it. If in doubt, 
try and use products with clear or 
coloured plastics where possible. 

Can I recycle clear plastic pack¬ 
aging - These types of plastic are 
recyclable. Make sure you rinse out 
the packets before putting them in 
the recycling bag. Any leftover food 
or raw meat risks contaminating the 
whole bag. Be careful not to recycle 
the plastic film that often comes with 
this type of packaging. This needs 


to be removed and put in the general 
waste bin. 

Can I recycle aluminium foil? 

- Aluminium is widely recycled, so 
it’s fine to put in with the recycling. 
The same applies to foil takeaway 
containers. However, make sure the 
foil is clean - give it a rinse to remove 
any food residue. Soiled foil risks 
contaminating other recycling. If the 
food is well-embedded into the foil, 
it’s best to put it in with general waste. 

Can I recycle crisp packets? - 
Crisp packets aren’t recyclable. 
However, Walkers has committed 
to making all of its crisp packaging 
bio-degradable by 2025. In the mean¬ 
time, you can either put your crisp 
packets in with your general waste, 
or you can take them to a dedicated 
recycling drop-off point. 

Can I recycle aerosol cans? 

- Aerosols are made from steel or 
aluminium, both of which are widely 
recycled. Before putting the can in 
the recycling bag, make sure it’s com¬ 
pletely empty. But don’t try to crush 
or pierce the can as you run the risk 
of it exploding. If you’re able to take 
the top off easily, please do as this will 
help it get recycled properly. 

Can I recycle pizza boxes? - Pizza 
boxes are made from carboard and so 


are recyclable. Even if they’re slightly 
stained with grease, you should be 
okay to recycle them. Use your judge¬ 
ment, though. 

Can I recycle coffee cups? - In 

general, coffee cups aren’t recyclable. 
This is because the cup contains a 
small amount of plastic in the inner lin¬ 
ing to make it insulated and leakproof 
An easy way to reduce your waste 
from takeaway coffee cups is to buy a 
reusable coffee cup. 

Can I recycle receipts? - Paper 
receipts can be recycled. But receipts 
that are printed on thermal paper are 
coated in plastic, so can’t be recycled. 
The problem is, it’s difficult to tell 
which is which, meaning you could 
accidentally contaminate your recy¬ 
cling with non-recyclable materials. 
So unless you’re certain, err on the side 
of caution and put them in with your 
general waste. 

Can I recycle kitchen roll? - Used 
sheets of kitchen roll aren’t recyclable. 
This is because kitchen roll is often 
used to clean up spills and so would be 
contaminated. Best put those in with 
your general waste. 

The same goes for toilet roll paper. 
The cardboard tubes that you get when 
you finish a roll are fine to recycle, 
though.

In the dock 


Nurse convicted of fraud 


WHILE on sick 
leave, a community 
health nurse ran 
her own private 
business which 
included offering 
botox injections. 

Nicola Bevan, 43, 
was off work from 
December 2016 to June 
the following year, 
during which period 
she received £11,211 
in wages which she has 
fully repaid, Cardiff 
Crown Court was told. 

Bevan, of Wimboume 
Road, Pencoed admitted 
two charges of fraud 
and one of failing to 
disclose information. 

She was sentenced to 
15 months imprisonment, 
suspended for 18 months 
and ordered to carry out 
200 hours’ unpaid work, 
plus costs of £3,700. 

The court heard she 
had previous convic¬ 
tions for producing and 


possessing cannabis. 

Judge Fieri Rees said 
she had lost her way and 
showed poor judgement 
by becoming dishonest. 

She said it was 
“quite astounding” that 
there were not only the 
present offences but the 
production of cannabis. 

The Judge said that 
while Bevan was on 
bail, she compounded 
matters by lying to her 
employers and as a 
nurse, disregarding a 
most fundamental issue 
involving the health and 
safety of her customers. 

Prosecutor Carl 
Harrison said Bevan was 
employed by Swansea 
Bay University Health 
Board and had signed 
a contract not to carry 
out private medical work 
without their permission. 

However, while on 
sick leave she ran her 
own business. Youthful 
You Wales, which 


offered anti-ageing 
products including 
botox injections. 

Suspicions were 
aroused and the NHS 
counter-fraud team 
discovered evidence 
she was trading and had 
duplicated prescriptions 
to obtain medication 
from pharmacies to 
be used in treatment. 

Mr Harrison claimed 
Bevan put her patients at 
risk as they might have 
been given treatments 
that were dangerous. 

Altogether, said Mr 
Harrison, she had dupli¬ 
cated 15 prescriptions. 

Initially, he continued, 
she denied her behaviour 
but eventually admitted 
running the business. 

As a result of the finan¬ 
cial consequences of the 
offences, she was likely 
to lose her home, said her 
counsel, Lucy Crowther.

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Jail for ^depraved’ paedophile 
who had more than 50,000 
videos and images of children 


A PAEDOPHILE 
who pretended to 
be a 15-year-old girl 
to coerce teenage 
boys to engage in 
online sexual activ¬ 
ity has been jailed 
for four years. 

Jamie Hopes was 
traeked down by 
offieers from South 
Wales Poliee’s Online 
Investigation Team, who 
traeed a graphie Tumbh 
video showing ehildren 
engaging in sexual 
aets, to his IP address. 

Poliee exeeuted a 
warrant at his Maesteg 
home, whieh he shared 
with his parents, on June 
5 last year and were 
told by Hopes: “Yes, 
I know what you are 
talking about, it will be 
on my mobile phone.” 

Offieers seized a 
number of deviees, two 
of which were found 
to contain more than 
-50,000 indecent images 
and videos of children. 

The investigation 
found that 24-year- 
old Hopes, who was a 
training sergeant with 
the Army Cadet Force 
and regularly worked at 
family festivals as a reg¬ 
istered door supervisor, 
had also shared a signifi¬ 
cant amount of the down¬ 
loaded material with 


fellow onlinepaedophiles. 

Further exacerbating 
his depraved offending, 
Hopes also kept a file 
entitled “For Bating” in 
which he kept photos 
and graphic videos of a 
teenage girl to deceive 
boys into thinking 
he was a young girl. 

Some 40 young victims 
are thought to have been 
targeted by his decep¬ 
tion, the vast majority 
of whom were coerced 
in to carrying out sexual 
acts on film in the belief 
that they were sending 
them to a teenage girl. 

Hopes previously 
pleaded guilty at Cardiff 
Crown Court to 15 
charges including caus¬ 
ing or inciting a child to 
engage in sexual activity, 
possession of indecent 
images of a child, dis¬ 
tributing indecent images 
of child and possession 
of extreme pornography. 

On October 4, he was 
sent to prison for four 
years, made subject of 
a 10-year Sexual Harm 
Prevention Order which 
will prevent him con¬ 
tacting anyone under the 
age of 18 and impose 
stringent supervision 
by police and partner 
agencies upon his 
release from prison. 

He will also remain 
on the Sex Offenders’

Happy to chat? Then go 
to Llantwit Major 
and combat loneliness 


A COASTGUARD 
rescue volunteer is 
launching a ‘Happy 
to Chat’ bench in 
Llantwit Major next 
month. 

Hayley Caffery 
decided to install a bench 
- which will offer lonely 
people or someone 
who just wants a chat 
a place to perch - after 
spotting a similar set-up 
in Burnham-on-Sea. 

The bench, which will 
have a ‘Happy to Chat’ 
sign attached to it, will 
be outside of Llantwit 
Major Town Hall. 

Ms Caffery explained: 


“Loneliness or isolation 
is something that we 
all experience in our 
lifetime, in some form 
or another. Most of us 
have people to talk to, 
but there are a lot of peo¬ 
ple out there who don’t. 

“Just a few minutes 
of your time, as you 
pass the Happy to Chat 
bench on your way 
home or on the school 
run, can change the way 
we look at the world. 
So if you saw someone 
sat on the bench, would 
you smile or say hello?” 

She added: “Let’s 
combat loneliness and the 
stigma of people feeling 


ashamed or embarrassed 
of the fact they need 
someone to talk to and 
make the coastline a safer 
and happier place to be. 

“Sometimes all it 
takes is five minutes to 
change someone’s day, 
whether it be elderly 
folk who do not have 
relatives popping in all 
the time, or your aver¬ 
age looking person who 
just needs a friendly 
face to say hello to.” 

The bench will be 
unveiled at 5.30pm 
on November 1 
at the town hall.

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Carpetgate: Plaid 
tries to pull rug from 
under pub chain 


A BIZARRE row has broken 
out between the owner of pub 
chain Wetherspoon and Barry 
Town Council over a carpet. 

Tim Martin, the pub group’s owner, 
elashed with eouncil officials after 
his company laid a carpet featuring 
Barry’s coat of arms in the town’s 
Sir Samuel Romilly watering-hole. 

Councillors demanded the car¬ 
pet be ripped up because they felt 
it was “disrespectful” as punt¬ 
ers had to walk over the coat of 
arms to get to the bar and toilet. 

However Mr Martin refused to 
remove the carpet - which was fit¬ 
ted as part of a £700,000 revamp 
- as it would be “a waste of money.” 

And the town council sought 
legal advice on ‘Carpetgate’ with 
a meeting between the authority 
and Wetherspoon’s solicitors set 
to take place in a few weeks’ time. 

One possible option to resolve the 
argument could be to take the case 
to the Court of Chivalry - a court 
set up in the 14th century to settle 
disputes involving coats of arms. The 
court has sat just once since 1737. 

Wetherspoon boss Mr Martin 
said: “The carpet has been laid in 
good faith. This refurbishment has 
shown our commitment to the town, 
its residents and our employees. 

“The crest was chosen because 
Wetherspoon, unlike many other pub 
operators, always likes to reflect the 
history of the town and that is what we 
have done in terms of the carpet, histori¬ 
cal photos and information in the pubs.” 

He added: “The town council 
requested that we remove the carpet. 
We think that this is a waste of money, 
especially since the design of the carpet 
was chosen with the best of intentions. 

“However, if an order is obtained 
from the Court of Chivalry, which 
is the correct legal process (this 
action has only been invoked once 
in the last 300 years, as we under¬ 
stand it), then we will be happy to 
comply with the order of the court.” 

He admitted that he hoped “legal 
shenanigans” could be avoided. 

Wetherspoon spokesman Eddie 
Gershon explained: “The view 
expressed by local customers is that 
the carpet is regarded as a tribute 
to Barry, where Wetherspoon has 
successfiilly traded for many years. 

“It seems absurd that a genuine 
attempt to produce something 
of local interest is being used for 
childish political posturing. 

“The company has no desire for 
pointless legal action, especially in 


an obscure court that has only con¬ 
vened once (in 1954) since 1737.” 

It’s claimed a group of Plaid Cymru 
councillors are apparently pushing to 
take the national pub chain to court 
with Conservative colleagues urg¬ 
ing them to have a major rethink. 

Cllr Vincent Bailey, leader of the 
Conservatives, said it was time to 
put a stop to the “nonsense” and 
get on with more important work. 

He said: “Taking Wetherspoon 
to court would be an absolute 
waste of money and the pub¬ 
lic backlash would be deserved. 

“Frankly, Barry residents expect 
us to be concentrating on more seri¬ 
ous things - and whilst some Plaid 
councillors seem to be gunning for 
legal action, it makes much more 
sense to come to a compromise.” 

Cllr Bailey added: “We are talking 
about a significant local employer and 
a popular pub. This could be resolved 
easily and that is why I have called for a 
special meeting of the town council so 
that we can put a stop to this nonsense, 
get on with our lives and start working 
on things that matter to our residents.” 

However leader of the town coun¬ 
cil’s Plaid Cymru group, Clh Shirley 
Hodges, retorted: “It was a unanimous 
decision by the town council not to 
give permission to use the Barry Town 
Crest. I am surprised that Clh Bailey 
has now changed his mind, this deci¬ 
sion was only made a few weeks ago. 

“Plaid have asked for proper pro¬ 
cesses to be followed and I think this 
is the most sensible way forward. The 
town council has not made a decision 
to take the pub chain to court, so the 
request by senior Tory politicians for the 
council to ‘reconsider’ is very bizarre. 

“Perhaps if Clh Bailey attended 
town council meetings a bit more 
than the 15 per cent he managed last 
year, he would be better placed to 
inform people of facts and not fiction.” 

South Wales Central AM Andrew 
RT Davies has also voiced his 
opinion on the unusual situation. 

He said: “I hope Barry Town 
Council will reflect and judge 
that they have far better things to 
get on with and worry about than 
taking on a popular Wetherspoon 
boozer over a piece of carpet! 

“Wasting taxpayer cash on this 
exercise is daft and I hope Barry Town 
Council will reconsider this decision.” 

A Wetherspoon spokesman 
wouldn’t comment on whether Mr 
Martin thought anti-Brexit party 
Plaid Cymru were pushing for action 
because of his pro-Brexit views.

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Special measures 
school is still not 
up to standard 


A SCHOOL in Maesteg which 
was placed in special meas¬ 
ures more than 18 months 
ago is still not meeting the 
required standards, Estyn 
inspectors have said following 
a routine monitoring visit. 

Plasnewydd Primary School 
underwent an inspeetion in June, 
having first been plaeed in spe- 
eial measures in January 2018. 

The school was tasked with improv¬ 
ing the quality of teaching and assess¬ 
ment at Key Stage 2, raising standards 
in reading, writing and mathematies at 
Key Stage 2, revising the eurriculum 
so that it was broad and balaneed, 
and ehallenging more able pupils. 

It also needed to address various safe¬ 
guarding issues and had to strengthen 
the effeetiveness of senior leaders 
in identifying and addressing short- 
eomings in standards and provision. 

In a report going before a Bridgend 
County Borough Couneil (BCBC) 
scrutiny committee on Wednesday, 
Oetober 9, education officers said 
sinee September 2018, the sehool 
had reeeived intensive support 
from both the loeal authority and 
Central South Consortium (CSC). 

They said there had also been 
funding for other schools to work 
with Plasnewydd Primary in support¬ 
ing it with their reeommendations. 


Meanwhile, a new ehairman of gov¬ 
ernors was appointed in Oetober 2018. 

The report states that progress review 
meetings between the loeal authority, 
Plasnewydd Primary and CSC are held 
on a half-termly basis while Estyn 
eonducts monitoring visits eaeh term. 

But in May, the school was issued 
with a ‘schools causing concern’ 
warning notiee by the loeal author¬ 
ity with the school being required 
to send weekly reports to BCBC 
detailing how it was addressing the 
eoneems noted in the warning letter. 

In its most recent report, 
Estyn said there had been pro¬ 
gress in some areas but the school 
still required speeial measures. 

In their report to councillors, edu¬ 
cation officers have said that “very 
good” progress has been made in 
addressing the safeguarding issues 
identified during the inspeetion, 
adding that satisfaetory progress had 
been made to improve the quality 
of teaching and assessment at Key 
Stage 2, and in revising the eurrieulum. 

However, they said limited progress 
had been made in the other areas. 

The report states the sehool will 
eontinue to reeeive intensive support, 
foeused on addressing the aetions 
detailed in a post-inspection action plan. 

Estyn is due to eonduet another mon¬ 
itoring visit during the autumn term.

Preferred development sites revealed 


THE preferred location 
of new schools, housing 
developments and employ¬ 
ment areas in Bridgend 
has been published by 
the local authority as 
it continues work on the 
county’s replacement local 
development plan (LDP). 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has said around 

7.500 homes will need to be built 
in the county over the coming 
years to meet the predicted hous¬ 
ing demand. 

The couneil is basing its 
replacement LDP on an estimated 
residential growth of 505 homes 
per year and employment growth 
of 266 jobs per year. 

It said the development will 
encourage a more youthful, skilled 
population base to counter-balance 
the ageing population, resulting in 
an overall population increase of 
8.4 per cent or 12,151 people over 
the plan period. 

The council has now published 
its preferred strategy for the future 
with development focused around 
Bridgend, Pencoed, Porthcawl, 
Maesteg and Llynfi Valley and 
the Pyle area. 

Planning officers have previ¬ 
ously said that because sites for 

4.500 homes have already been 
identified under the current LDP, 
the new LDP would only need 
to determine sites for 3,000 new 
homes. 

However, the preferred strategy 


shows scope for the delivery that 
far exceeds that requirement. 
Officers have said the areas of 
growth will be subject to “sig¬ 
nificant refinement” to ultimately 
identify specific sites within the 
deposit plan. 

A public consultation on the 
plans opened on September 30 and 
runs until November 8. 

The Replacement Bridgend 
LDP sets out the local authority’s 
objectives for the development 
and use of land in the county up 
to 2033. 

The preferred strategy outlines: 

Maesteg and Llynfi Valley - 
Pont Rhyd-y-Cyff: A 50-acre site 
on land south of Pont Rhyd-y-Cyff 
is proposed for a mixed-use devel¬ 
opment comprising residential, 
commercial, leisure and employ¬ 
ment. In total there are four sites 
which are clustered around Ysgol 
Gyfun Gymraeg Llangynwyd. 

The site could deliver 500 new 
homes with the development 
potentially being serviced by the 
Llynfi Biomass Power Station, 
around 2km away. Much of the 
site is eurrently greenfield land 
while the south east of the site was 
previously a petrol filling station. 

Maesteg Washery: A 33-acre 
site which is within walking dis¬ 
tance of Maesteg town centre is 
proposed for residential develop¬ 
ment and/or provision of a new 
school. It is anticipated that 135 
homes could be accommodated on 
the site. The site has come forward 
as the result of a previous reclama¬ 
tion scheme and earth modelling 


works. 

Former Cooper Standard site, 
Ewenny Road, Maesteg: Former 
Cooper Standard Automotive fac¬ 
tory buildings were cleared from 
the 20-acre site following closure 
in 2008. It currently consists 
of a large flat area of concrete 
hardstanding. 

The site is being promoted for 
mixed use development com¬ 
prising residential, employment 
and retail. It is anticipated that 
between 135 and 150 homes could 
be accommodated on the site. 

The site is currently allocated 
for a mixed use scheme in the 
existing LDP with outline plan¬ 
ning consent having been pre¬ 
viously granted for 138 homes, 
a pub, restaurants, retail and 
employment space. 

However, officers said consent 
has not been issued due to the 
failure to complete a Section 106 
Agreement. Historic mine shafts 
have been identified in two loca¬ 
tions of the site, with officers 
saying they will form a constraint 
to development in those areas of 
the site. 

Porthcawl Waterfront 
Regeneration Site: The 130- 
acre site is being promoted as a 
residential-led mixed use devel¬ 
opment with planning officers 
saying it could hold up to 1,350 
houses with associated facilities. 
It is envisaged that the site will 
be developed in two phases. The 
first phase involves a new super¬ 
market, housing, remodelling of 
Hillsboro Place car park, coastal 


flood defence works and a leisure 
site. The second phase at Sandy 
Bay will be primarily residential 
and is dependent on completion of 
the coastal defence works along 
the Eastern Promenade. 

A new school could be built 
next to Newton Primary School 
or the existing school could be 
expanded. 

Bridgend - Island Farm: A 133- 
acre site, comprised of a mix of 
arable farmland, grazing land, and 
tree and scrub land, is proposed 
for housing, leisure and commer¬ 
cial use. 

The site is located 1.5km to 
the south-west of Bridgend town 
centre. 

Proposals involve allocating the 
land for 1,000 new houses, two 
new schools, and an indoor te nn is 
centre with associated outdoor 
eourt as well as an office devel¬ 
opment and access improvements. 

A new special education needs 
school could be built to allow 
Heronsbridge School to relocate to 
the site and leave its current edge 
of town centre campus available 
for an alternative use. 

The site includes Hut 9, a 
German prisoner of war camp 
which is Grade II listed. 

Parc Afon Ewenni: This is a 
45-acre site which currently 
includes the police training centre 
and BCBC’s Waterton highways 
depot. 

The police centre is home 
to various South Wales Police 
facilities including a dog section, 
firearms unit, mounted section 


and various sports pitches and 
facilities. 

The two sites are joined by a 
parcel of land that has outline 
consent - granted in March 2018 
- for a residential-led mixed use 
development of up to 240 homes 
and 1,100 sqm of retail/business/ 
community use. 

The entire site is allocated 
within the existing LDP for up 
to 650 residential dwellings, local 
retailing, community, business 
and recreation uses, together with 
improvements to the transporta¬ 
tion network. 

The proposal is for a residen¬ 
tial-led mixed use development 
for around 400 dwellings, with 
a smaller highways depot being 
developed and South Wales Police 
relocating to a new building at its 
headquarters site in Cowbridge 
Road. 

Land between Bryntirion and 
Laleston: A 566-acre site owned 
by several landowners could see 
more than 5,000 homes built on it 
and a new school created. 

However, planning officers 
have said that to stop Bridgend 
and Laleston merging into each 
other, a development of 1,000- 

1,500 homes is seen to be more 
appropriate. 

Pencoed: 

A 127-acre site at the Pencoed 
campus of Bridgend College is 
proposed for residential, education 
and public open space use. 

Around 800-1,000 new homes 
could be built on the site with a 
significant area proposed to be 


used as public open space which 
would allow for the potential relo¬ 
cation of the playing fields. 

Pyle: A 250-acre site on farm¬ 
land east of Pyle is proposed for a 
mixed use development of around 

1,500 homes, a new school, a local 
centre and public open space. The 
site is divided into two parcels by 
the A48. 

To see the LDP preferred strat¬ 
egy and give your views, visit 
the council website or go to the 
council offices or libraries. 

Planning officers said the 
consultation relates to issues and 
topics discussed in the preferred 
strategy and was not an opportu¬ 
nity to make detailed comments 
on individual candidate sites.

IN a sport full of characters, 
Glenn Webbe was one of 
rugby union’s most colour¬ 
ful and his character shines 
through in a new autobi¬ 
ography, entitled Glenn 
Webbe: The Gloves Are Off 
which has just been released 
by Y Lolfa. 

His autobiography follows 
his life story from his childhood 
growing up in Ely, Cardiff, with 
his Windrush Generation parents, 
and seven sisters, through to his 
rugby education and legendary 
career with Bridgend and Wales. 

He experienced racial prejudice 
during his rugby career, which 
can still rear its ugly head in the 
sport even today, 30 years later. 
His attitude towards the ignorance 
and racism was to face it with 
a humour and dignity which 
rendered the bigots powerless. 

Glenn’s autobiography also 
covers life outside and after rugby 
- the tragic death of his best friend 
Mike Budd, his battle with cancer, 
as well as life with wife Sally 
and daughters Lily and Marcy. 

The book illustrates his humour 
and positive outlook and is full 
of behind-the-scene stories of 
his tricks and practical jokes. 

Glenn was the first black player 
to achieve cult status in Welsh 
mgby union, not least amongst the 
Brewery Fields faithful during a 
14-season career with Bridgend in 


which he rewrote the record books. 

He was the first black player 
to play for Wales, the first 
black British player to appear 
in a Rugby World Cup and the 
first Welshman to score a hat- 
trick of tries in the tournament. 

“The whole process has been 
quite reflective and I’ve enjoyed 
going back and recalling the 
highs and lows of my rugby 
career. Playing rugby for my 
country was one of the biggest 
achievements of my life, but I 
would have liked to have earned 
more that my 10 caps but, for 
whatever reason, it didn’t happen,. 

“ I’m just a boy from Ely who 
happened to be good at playing 
rugby, telling a joke and deliver¬ 
ing a song or two,” says Glenn. 

Glenn Webbe played for 
Bridgend for 14 seasons and his 
near 300 tries in 404 matches for 
them gave him a strike rate second 
to none. Geraint Thomas, co-author 
of the book said: “I actually played 
alongside Glenn for Bridgend 
in the early 90s, so I knew as 
well as being a brilliant player he 
had a huge personality as well! 

“I will never forget waiting to run 
out for my Bridgend debut, feeling 
very nervous, when Glenn turned to 
me in the tunnel and said ‘So, are 
you any good?’ - typical Glenn!”

Council’s £143k plan to restore ‘historic’ 
Harlequin building in Dock Street 


AN historic building in Porthcawl is undergo¬ 
ing a £143,000 restoration - 10 years after it 
was almost demolished to make way for more 
car parking spaces. 

The Harlequin building in Doek Street, which was 
built in 1920 is to be strengthened structurally with a 
new roof, windows and doors - and a full internal refur¬ 
bishment to make the building suitable for a commercial 
occupier. 

In 2009, the local authority tried to have it demolished 
to make way for more car parking spaces in Hillsboro 
Place car park, saying the layout of parking bays in 
that area did not comply with design standards and the 
building was in a bad state. 

But the Welsh Government and Cadw refused consent 
as it stands within the town’s conservation area and it 
was deemed to be a building of local interest. 

Built by Sir Thomas Jones, the building was originally 
used as an estate agents before becoming the property of 
Great Western Railway where it served as the Porthcawl 
Railway station master’s office and later a railway goods 
office. 

After Porthcawl’s railway link was removed following 


a 1965 restructure, the building hosted a number of 
different businesses, including a well-known gown and 
suit shop called Madge and the antiques shop which later 
lent its name to the building. 

Harlequin Antiques was the last business to use the 
building before it closed in 2005. 

The £143,000 project is now being funded by the 
Townscape Heritage Initiative and Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC). 

Contractors are already on site and the work is 
expected to be complete by early 2020. 

BCBC’s cabinet member for regeneration, Cllr Charles 
Smith, said: “I’m delighted to see the latest piece of 
Porthcawl’s regeneration jigsaw falling into place. 

“The Harlequin is a popular and much-loved landmark 
building in Porthcawl, and with the next phase of our 
regeneration scheme focusing upon the Salt Lake area, it 
will be a prime spot for a suitable business. 

“We said we would look at the Harlequin when we 
revisited the town’s regeneration plans, and this work 
delivers on that promise.”

DOZENS of pieces of 
vintage farm machin¬ 
ery will travel through 
the Welsh capital of 
Cardiff for the first time 
on Sunday, October 13. 

The tractor run, organised 
by the fundraising commit¬ 
tee for Glamorgan’s Feature 
Year of the Royal Welsh 
Agricultural Society, will shine 
a light on the farming com¬ 
munity on the city’s doorstep. 

Vintage tractors and big 
modern machines will form 
a procession along a route 
stretching from Wenvoe 
in the Vale of Glamorgan to 
Cardiff City Hall, passing 
some of Wales’ iconic sights 
along the way such as Cardiff 
Castle and the Principality 
Stadium before returning to 
Goldsland Farm in Wenvoe. 

The Royal Welsh Show is

The society doesn’t just organ¬ 
ise big events like the Royal 
Welsh Show and the Winter 
Fair, it also promotes sustain¬ 
able agriculture and conserva¬ 
tion, it encourages new research 
into the industry and works to 
improve the welfare of animals. 

Farmer and campaigner, 
Abi Reader, a member of the 
committee, said: “Farmers are 
facing a difficult time on all 
fronts. There is uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding Brexit, poor mental 
health is a growing concern and 
anti-farming campaigners are 
causing anxiety for the industry. 


“We want to show the pub¬ 
lic in our cities the importance 
of the farming community 
to the environment, to the 
countryside and to Wales”. 

Teleri Glyn Jones, a journalist 
from an agricultural background 
is one of the organisers. She said: 
“Many people in our cities won’t 
realise that there are farmers all 
around them, on their doorsteps. 
More than anything, we hope to 
raise a smile as we drive past the 
shoppers and tourists in the cap¬ 
ital. It should be a big spectacle 
never seen before in Cardiff’.

Farmers urged to plant more trees 


AS a new ‘window’ for 
Welsh woodland creation 
grants opens on September 
30 The Woodland Trust 
(Coed Cadw), the UK’s 
largest woodland conserva¬ 
tion charity has welcomed 
the doubling of the funds 
available for new woodland 
creation in Wales and is 
encouraging farmers to 
take up this opportunity. 

Up to November 8, landowners 
in Wales can apply for funding 
for tree planting through Glastir 
Woodland Creationl. In all, £2 
million is available. The Welsh 
Government Minister Lesley 
Griffiths doubled the sum availa¬ 
ble earlier this year, in recognition 
that Wales needs to plant more 
new woodland to meet its green¬ 
house gas targets. 


Sharon Thomas from Woodland 
Trust for Wales said: “This is a 
great opportunity for farmers in 
Wales. I welcome the increase in 
funding and hope that these grants 
can be delivered without unnec¬ 
essary bureaucracy. Native trees 
can offer us so many benefits, 
reducing flood risk, improving 
water quality, improving biosecu¬ 
rity and providing superb habitats 
for wildlife, as well as a renewable 
source of valuable timber. 

“At a time when there is uncer¬ 
tainly around farming in Wales, 
the Glastir Woodland Creation 
scheme offers a great opportunity 
to farmers and other landowners 
to make use of all of their land in 
ways that are sustainable both eco¬ 
nomically and environmentally. 
Glastir Woodland Creation grants 
can amount to up to £4,000 per 
hectare. The Woodland Tmst can 
offer free advice and support in 


making use of these, and we’re 
finding there is an increasing 
interest in this among landowners. 
There’s more about the help we 
can offer landowners online at: 
woodlandtrust.org.uk/plant-trees.” 

The Welsh Government’s 
Woodlands for Wales Strategy2, 
launched last year, aspires to 
increase woodland cover in Wales 
by at least 4,900 acres a year 
from 2020 to 2030. It proposes an 
increase in tree cover in the wider 
environment, on farms, the rural 
landscape and in areas around 
towns and cities, both to absorb 
carbon dioxide from the atmos¬ 
phere and also to create a resilient 
and productive agriculture and 
towns that are healthier and more 
pleasant to live in. The Glastir 
Woodland Creation grants are 
intended to encourage landowners 
to help deliver this.

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Top tips for driving 
in wet weather 


DRIVERS are being urged to 
take care on the roads if they get 
caught in a sudden burst of rain 
while on the roads this autumn. 

Motoring experts at LeaseVan.co.uk 
have put together top tips for driv¬ 
ing in wet conditions during a shower. 

They suggest slowing down on slippery 
roads and making sure there is adequate 
stopping distance to avoid unnecessary 
incidents. Other advice includes making 
sure tyres have sufficient grip, pulling over 
and stopping in a safe place if down¬ 
pours are particularly heavy and driving 
with dipped headlights on. Experts also 
recommend being mindful of other road 
users - motorists could be subject to a 
fine of up to £1,000 if they splash a 
pedestrian.

co.uk said: “Drivers always need to be 
cautious of changing weather conditions 
throughout the year and surprising showers 
can pose a big risk. If drivers get caught 
out, top priority is to slow down, leave 
plenty of stopping room and make sure 
the car windscreen is kept mist free to help 
with visibility. Visibility can be quickly 
reduced during a sudden downpour and 
if there’s somewhere safe to pullover and 
wait out the shower, then it’s often worth 
doing. Wipers can struggle to keep up with 
heavy rain. Drivers also need to be mindful 
of other road users, the risks caused by 
flooded routes and excess surface water.” 

Here are some tips for driving in the rain: 

1. Check your tyres and make sure 
they’re properly inflated and have good 
tread to grip on slippery road surfaces. 


2. It takes longer to stop when roads 
are wet and slippery. Allow at least 
double the usual separation distance 
between you and the car in front. 

3. Keep your speed down when driv¬ 
ing in showers. Drive slower and you’ll 
have more time to react to hazards. 

5. If the rain is particularly heavy, you 
may find yourself on flooded roads. If 
it looks too deep stop, turn round in a 
safe place and find an alternative route. 

6. Aquaplaning: This happens when 
your tyres lose traction from the road. 
Roads with lots of surface water pose the 
biggest risk. Reducing your speed will help. 

7. Make sure any heat is going straight 
on to your windscreen to stop it getting 
misted up and to keep visibility good.

AT the weekend, I

It’s absolutely vital 
that our community 
engages with the 
consultation and makes 
it perfectly clear that 
we will not stand for 
local health services to 
be diminished. Barry 
is a growing town 
and the demand for 
Barry Hospital will 
only increase - but it 
must be supported and 
continue to offer valued 
services. Therefore, 
the Welsh Labour 
Government must 
reverse the proposals to 
close the ward. 

The Prime Minister 
has announced a new 
hospital building 
program in England 
- where he is directly 
responsible for Health. 

Locally, under 
devolution, the Welsh 
Government is in 
control of Health and 
we are sadly seeing a 
reduction in local facil¬ 
ities. The centralising 
of services in Cardiff 


may work for Cardiff, 
however it does not 
work for Barry and the 
Vale.

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Campaigners 
‘devastated’ 
by verdict 


CAMPAIGNERS 
have lost a legal 
battle against the 
government over 
its handling of a 
rise in women’s 
state pension age. 

Women’s retirement 
age rose from 60 to 65, 
in line with men, and 
will go up to 66 by 
2020 and to 67 by 2028. 

Some women bom in 
the 1950s claimed the rise 
was unfair because they 
were not given enough 
time to make changes 
to cope with years 
without a state pension. 

They argued the 
changes were discrimi¬ 
nation, but judges, who 
met at the High Court 
to make a mling last 
Thursday, disagreed. 

Judges deemed there 
was no direct discrim¬ 
ination on the grounds 
of sex because the age 
increase didn’t treat 
women less favour¬ 
ably than men in law. 

They said: “Rather 
it equalises a historic 
asymmetry between 


men and women and 
thereby corrects his¬ 
toric direct discrimi¬ 
nation against men.” 

Campaigners from all 
across Wales gathered 
at the Senedd last week 
to hear the verdict. 

Kay Clarke, who set 
up the 1950s Women of 
Wales and Beyond group, 
said after the judges 
announced their mling: 
“To say we are devas¬ 
tated with the outcome 
is a huge understatement. 

“We have had a clear 
message from the judi¬ 
ciary. They have not 
supported our case and 
our claim for restitution 
has again been ignored.” 

She added: “Let there 
be no doubt that we shall 
still go forward with our 
heads held high in the 
knowledge that we have 
been ignored once again 
and we must take further 
steps to fight this injustice 
which has stripped us, the 
most vulnerable section 
of society, of our liveli¬ 
hoods and our dignity.”

DESIGNER Glenn Tutssel, who was 
born and raised in Barry and known 
for product packaging, has died aged 68.

This means a 
person with experience in education, who is 
acquainted with educational conditions in the 
Vale of Glamorgan area, or who is the parent of a 
pupil registered at another school. 

Appeal panel members are paid a fee to cover travel 
and subsistence for the work they do. The amount of 
appeals that members attend during the year depends 
on their availability and personal commitments. 
Hearings take place during the day and are usually 
either half or full day. Full training will be provided 
for new members. This position is subject to an 
enhanced DBS check.

Experts’ tips for improving your garden drainage 


GARDENING experts have revealed 
eight ways for you to lend your lawn a 
hand, now that autumn rain has arrived. 

Frustrated gardeners whose gardens turn 
to swamps in the rainy months are offered 
(by GardenBuildingsDirect.co.uk) top tips 
for improving their garden’s drainage. 

If your lawn is squelchy to walk on after heavy rain¬ 
fall, or a sticky, glue-like layer of puddled soil forms 
near the surface, these could be symptoms of water¬ 
logging. This is caused when water sits on the soil 
surface and drains too slowly, or fails to drain from 
the garden at all. Poor preparation of the soil before 
turfing or seeding new lawns can also lead to this, 
and in the long term grass could turn yellow and die.

co.uk said: “The British climate is notoriously 
unpredictable but one thing’s for sure - there’s 
usually a lot of rain. As such, many gardens in 
the UK suffer from poor drainage, and in the 
winter months things can be particularly bad. 

“Good drainage is crucial for growing plants 
and keeping healthy grass, so we’ve researched 
the best methods to combat a squelchy lawn.” 

1. Pricking, slitting or spiking: Pricking or slit¬ 
ting the lawn surface with shallow, 2-3cm holes 
can help garden drainage, but deeper spiking is 
even better, especially with a tool designed to 
leave deep holes. These holes can be filled with 
a free-draining material, such as proprietary lawn

top dressing or horticultural sand, to allow the 
water to flow from the surface to deeper layers. 

2. Grow more plants: One of the best ways to 
improve drainage in your garden is to simply grow 
more plants! This can be a relatively inexpensive 
solution while making your garden look nicer too. 
Plant choice is important though, as you’ll want to 
choose something that can survive wet conditions. 

3. Build raised beds: Building raised plant beds 
means that you can fill them with good quality, 
free-draining topsoil that gets your plants out of 
the boggy earth below. These can be constructed 
out of timber railway sleepers or brickwork, and 
will also create interesting features within a garden. 

4. Improve soil drainage: If your drainage issues 
aren’t too severe, simply improving the perme¬ 
ability of the soil in your beds may alleviate the 
problem. To do this, you’ll need to dig in lots 
of organic matter, as soil with a high organic 
matter content allows excess water to drain through, 
while absorbing essential moisture. Creating 
your own compost and using this to improve the 
soil is a cheap but effective way of doing this. 

On the other hand, ifyour soil is sticky and clay-like, 
it’s advisable to add coarse grit sand to aid drainage. 

5. Manage surface water: Managing surface water 
run-off effectively and efficiently is a great way to 


improve drainage. This can be simply achieved by 
incorporating sloping surfaces within your garden, 
so that the excess water is directed to an area where 
it can be disposed of - for example, a surface drain 
or plant bed containing moisture-loving plants. 
This could be costly though, as you may need 
to hire a mini excavator to sculpt the contours 
of your garden. Make sure to seek the advice 
of a professional before you attempt anything. 

6. Use bark chippings: Bark chippings are great 
for absorbing moisture, and thereby improving 
drainage. Not only are these chipping great at retain¬ 
ing moisture but they also prevent weed growth, help 
insulate the beds during cold snaps, and improve the 
aesthetic of practically any bed they’re added to. 

8, Install land drains: This is generally only 
recommended if your lawn is particularly bad, as 
installing land drains involves digging a trench 
in your lawn, fixing a perforated land drain, and 
then re-covering. Water will then drain through 
your lawn and into the perforated land drain pipe, 
which will channel it away from that area to 
whatever other part of the garden you choose. 

Local by-laws usually prohibit you from 
channelling the water into public storm 
drains or sewer systems, so finding a suita¬ 
ble area to direct the water can be a problem. 


Cleaning on a budget - top tips 
for those awkward tasks

You can also use these to 
spruce up toothbrushes, 
and even jewellery. 

2. Alcohol hand gel 
to get pen off walls: If 
you’ve got children, 
chances are you’ve come 
across pen marks on your 
walls at some point. You 
probably tried everything 
you could think of to 
scrub them off, before 
resorting to painting over 
them altogether, but sur¬ 
prisingly alcohol-based 
hand gel does the trick.

Don’t surrender to loneliness; 
use these tips to combat it 


A NEW charity report 
suggests volunteering in 
the community can help 
improve your social life and 
mental and physical health. 

Nearly half of people sur¬ 
veyed in Wales (41 per cent) say 
they have felt lonely over the 
past month, according to a new 
British Heart Foundation report. 

The report also reveals that over 
a third (36 per cent) of those 
living in Wales would like to 
improve their social life and more 
than half (52 per cent) would 
like to improve their health. The 
charity said that these are areas 
that many of its volunteers claim 
volunteering has given a boost. 

Nearly half of UK adults who 
aheady volunteer (45 per cent) said 
that their volunteering role had 
helped them overcome loneliness. 
The largest proportion of people 
who agreed with this statement 
were aged 25-34 (64 per cent), 
challenging perceptions that lone¬ 
liness hits older people the hardest. 

The BHF’s new report, ‘The 
Gift of Time’, also suggests that 
volunteering helps millions with 
their mental wellbeing. The sur¬ 
vey of more than 2,000 UK adults 


showed that just under seven in 
ten volunteers (68 per cent) say 
their involvement in charity or 
community programmes has been 
beneficial for their mental health. 

The report survey - which 
coincides with the launch of the 
heart charity’s volunteering cam¬ 
paign - also revealed that, despite 
stereotypes of volunteering being 
a pastime of older generations, 
thousands of young people across 
the UK are giving up their time for 
good causes. The results showed 
that a quarter of 25-34 year olds 
currently give up their time for 
charities or community projects, 
compared to just over one in 
eight respondents aged 45-54, and 
one in nine aged 55 and over. 

The results also showed that 
a key motivation for young 
volunteers is to gain new skills 
and experience, compared to 
less than one in five of those 
aged 55 and over. Meanwhile, 
nearly half f older people aged 
over 55 are motivated by making 
a difference, compared to just 
under a third of 16-24 year olds. 

The BHF is calling on the peo¬ 
ple of Wales, whatever their age 
or background, to consider donat¬ 
ing time to the BHF and discover 


for themselves the life changing 
benefits of becoming a volunteer. 

Linda Fenn, Head of 
Volunteering at the British Heart 
Foundation, said: “Volunteering 
has a reputation problem that 
we urgently need to address. Far 
too many people assume that it’s 
just for older people and that it 
might not benefit them. But this 
couldn’t be further from the truth. 
Our report has shown that young 
people have so much to gain from 
getting involved, helping them 
learn new things, improve their 
health and wellbeing, and make 
lifelong friends. Amid growing 
awareness of the importance of 
good mental health, we hope 
these findings will encourage 
people to give volunteering a go. 

“Here at the BHF, we have a 
multitude of varied roles on offer, 
so there really is something for 
everyone. Whether you would like 
to join a fundraising group and 
be involved in community based 
activities or gain retail experi¬ 
ence on a busy shop floor, visit 
our website to find out more.”

The war against 
terror is conducted 
by career-driven buf¬ 
foons in director Chris 
Morris’s barbed satire. 

Supposedly “based on 
a hundred true stories”. 
The Day Shall Come 
shares a few strands 
of creative DNA with 
Morris’s directorial 
debut. Four Lions, and 
transplants the hunt 
for radicals and terror¬ 
ists to the sun-baked 


beaches of Miami. 

The script, co-written 
by Jesse Armstrong, 
amuses and unsettles, 
opening with a hilarious 
set-piece involving one 
potential target, who 
fails to detonate a fake 
bomb because he secretly 
suffers from pentaphobia 
and the device’s acti¬ 
vation code is riddled 
with the number five. 

Ludicrousness and 
uncomfortable plausibil¬ 
ity walk side by side in 
Morris’s picture, which 
paints US law enforce¬ 
ment as a circus of 
clowns willing to abuse 
the system to prevent 
a repeat of September 
11, even if that means 
putting innocent men 
and women behind bars. 

One agent casually 
explains that Muslims 
are fair targets in the 
current climate but 
African-Americans are 
not because, “We’re 
down with brown 
but black is whack”. 

However, polished 
words seldom cut to 
the bone or draw blood. 

Miami-based preacher 
Moses A1 Shabaz 
(Marchant Davis) 
presides over the ram¬ 
shackle Star Of Six com¬ 
munity farm and mission. 

This well-intentioned 
movement hopes to 
affect lasting change 
for poor people in the 



community “without 
the gun weapon”. 

Moses received 
his call to arms when 
God chose to speak to 
him through a duck. 

The congregation 
includes his wife Venus 
(Danielle Brooks), 
their daughter Rosa 
(Calah Lane) and 
three loyal lieutenants: 
Farmer Afrika (Andrei 
McPherson), Farmer 
Evangeliste (Curtiss 
Cook Jr) and Farmer 
X (Malcolm M Mays), 
so-called because he 
loves the X-Wing fighters 
in Star Wars, not because 
of a deep spiritual affin¬ 
ity with human rights 
activist Malcolm X. 

Undercover FBI 


operative Reza (Kayvan 
Novak) brokers the sale 
of AK47 assault rifles 
to pacifist Moses, who 
intends to paint the 
weapons white and use 
them as fence post for 
the mission compound. 

The deal brings the 
Star Of Six to the atten¬ 
tion of Agent Kendra 
Glack (Anna Kendrick) 
at the FBI’s anti-terror¬ 
ism unit in Miami, led 
by station chief Andy 
Mudd (Denis O’Hare). 

He sanctions a sting 
operation involving FBI 
informant Nura (Pej 
Vahdat), who will pose 
as a wealthy sheikh and 
agree to supply Moses 
with fake nuclear war¬ 
heads as proof of the 


mission’s dark intentions. 

The Day Shall Come 
benefits from a strong 
lead performance from 
Davis and appealing 
spiky support cour¬ 
tesy of Kendrick as a 
woman drowning in 
a sea of testosterone. 

Laughs are distributed 
evenly across the 88 min¬ 
utes but the sharpness 
of the writing is often 
blunted by slapstick and 
characters, who veer from 
whip-smart and painfully 
deluded to cartoonish. 

Those Four Lions from 
2010 have been declawed.

In an age of garish 
excess when cinema 
audiences demand 
more entertainment for 
their money, two Will 
Smiths in Ang Lee’s 
turbo-charged action 
thriller must surely 
be better than one? 

Alas, one iteration is 
a 23-year-old clone of 
the Fresh Prince, brought 
awkwardly to life using 
state-of-the-art digital 
trickery, motion capture 
performance and the 


leading man’s voice. 

The result is a curi¬ 
ously plastic and inex¬ 
pressive doppelganger, 
who is ordered to put 
a bullet through the 
head of his older self 
in bone-crunching fight 
sequences but must also 
bear the bulk of the 
film’s emotional weight. 

It’s hard to forge a 
strong connection to an 
age-reversed facsimile 
when tears in his eyes 
are clearly the product 
of computer coding and 
the texture and pliability 
of skin looks synthetic, 
especially when the 
character appears 
clearly in daylight. 

Three scriptwriters 
insist on underpinning 
the loopy plot with 
a cursory discussion 
about the ethics of 
manipulating the human 
genome to fashion a 
race of “perfect” beings. 

We feel every second 
of the 117-minute run¬ 
ning time, which sags 
noticeably in the middle 
act before a thunderous 
final showdown that 
reduces one sleepy comer 
of the state of Georgia 
to smouldering mbble. 

Our hopes for a revival 
of Smith’s career lie 
motionless in the debris. 

He plays former 
marine turned sniper 
Henry Brogan, who 
is contracted by the 


Defense Intelligence 
Agency (DIA) to carry 
out hits on foreign tar¬ 
gets that pose a threat 
to the American people. 

Henry successfully 
neutralises rogue scien¬ 
tist Yuri Kovaks (Ilia 
Volok) on Belgian soil 
with a single bullet 
fired at a train travel¬ 
ling 238 km per hour. 

When the dust settles, 
old buddy Jack Willis 
(Douglas Hodge) invites 
Henry to his yacht to 
deliver a bombshell: 
the intelligence on 
Kovaks was bogus and 
he didn’t deserve to die. 

Before Henry can 
confirm suspicions of 
DIA interference, he 
is targeted by a covert 
military unit called 
Gemini mn by Clayton 
Varris (Clive Owen). 

The assassin is 
Henry’s younger 
self, who can antici¬ 
pate his every move. 

Gemini Man stretches 
a flimsy, linear plot 
over two hours, plod¬ 
ding between explosive 
set-pieces including a 
motorcycle chase that is 
one of the few moments 
in the film to take advan¬ 
tage of the 3D format. 

Smith sheds his 
trademark wisecracks 
in a thankless lead role.

Sam puts Doha 
disappointment behind 
him and looks ahead 
to Tokyo Olympics 


SPRINTER Sam Gordon is 
chasing an Olympic dream 
alongside his role as activ¬ 
ity coordinator for the Vale 
Council’s Sports and Play 
Development team. 

Dubbed the fastest man in Wales, 
Sam holds the national 100m record 
having scorched to a wind-assisted 
time of 10.08 seconds in July. 

Now he hopes to become the first 
Welshman to run the distance sub-10 
seconds as he bids to secure a place 
on the Great Britain team at next 
summer’s games in Tokyo. 

“Going under 10 seconds would be 
ground-breaking, not just for myself 
but for Welsh athletics in general,” 
said Sam. 

“It would change everything because 
it’s not been done before. A whole 
door could open if someone achieves 
something of that magnitude.” 

The Cardiff Running Club member 
spends around 20 hours a week honing 
his sprinting talent, juggling that com¬ 
mitment with council duties. 

Sam helps run a number of after- 
school sports sessions, including one 
at Stanwell School where recently the 
ITV News cameras visited to doc¬ 
ument his story. The runner’s role 
as activity coordinator is designed to 
increase the number of children who 
are physically active. 

As part of the 5x60 /Active Young 
people programme, Sam helps provide 
a range of opportunities to encourage 
pupils who may not otherwise take part 
in extra-curricular school clubs. 

Away from the day job, Sam 
suffered disappointment last year 



missing out on a British team spot for 
the World Championships in Doha 
but, undeterred, he is pushing hard to 
be on the plane to Japan in around 10 
months’ time. 

“I thought with the way others were 
performing and how my year went, 
I would have been in with a shout of 
going to the World Championships as 
part of the relay team,” Sam added.
